Mr. Lloyd George Replies to Critics, 
{ Reater's Service. } . 


London, March 10. : 

In the House of Gouninetts Mr. Lloyd George, replying to 
criticisms, remarked. on the inconsistency of the Opposition’s 
declarations that Germany ought to pay and yet opposing steps to 

wake her pay. «The Premier stid he did not desire to force Germany 
to despair; indeed, the present. sanctions were the best way of 
obviating that calamity in a manner compatible with our deter- 
‘mination to secure justice. Moreover, the sanctions would undoubt- 
edfy yield substantial and practical advantages. The Allies at 

resent received 50 10 GO per cent. of the total German exports, and 
ecuany would naturally refuse to sacrifice this huge section of 
“her trade. Yonsequently Britain expected to receive £20,000,000 
in the present yoar from taxation. Had Germany made a sincere 
offer he would have done everything to meet her wishes, but Ger- 
many was not yet convinced of the necessity of settling, and Dr. 
von Simons had not been instructed to settle: But when she 
realizes that.the Allics mean to deal justly and fairly, and also firmly 
with her, she would be moro amenable to agreement than if we 
were divided in our counsels.

THE RICE CASE. 


To-day’s Proceedings. 


‘Hie Lordship Mr. Justice H.H. 
J. Gompertz und a special jury 
were engaged this morning in 
again hearing the suit ‘brought 
by the Sing Cheong Co., against 
J. Osawa ‘and Co,, for damages 
for breach for a rice contract. 


Mr. F.C, Jenkin, instructed by 
Mr.. Bulmer Johnson, appeared 
for the plaintiffs and the Hon, 
Mr. H. E, Pollock, K.C., instruct- 
ed by Mr. Blake, represented the 
defendants. 


Mr. Li Po Kwai, managing 
partner of a rice firm in Wing 
Lok Street, said his firm dealt 
chiefly in Tonkin rice, the subject 
matter of the suit. He was 
Honorary ‘Treasurer of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce. 
He was appointed a member of 
the Rice Control Committee of six 
in July, 1919. He had seen the 

“taipan” phrase in contracts very 
often. It was usedinthe Hongkong 
rice market in every case where 
spot cargo was sold. It was very 
common to have the “taipan” 
clause printed. The “taipan” 
clause would never be written, 
but printed. If the clause did not 
appear in the form it would appear 
under.a chop. 

Mr. Jenkin:--What does the 

“taipan” clause 
‘Hongkong market? .

CRINA'S PEACEFUL POLICY. 

Jn the story of conquest by 
peaceful penetration no people 
had ever accomplished so much 
as the Chinese by trade, by diplo- 
macy, andJparticularly by culture. 
Yet her soldiers wera not to be 
despised ; they were not cowards, 
The Chinese Minister, whom he 
had already quoted, had stated 
that the peaceful development of 
China and her millions was an 


absolute certainty unless that 
develoment was deflected into 
channels of militarism by foreign 
agencies. Jn any fair comparison 
of history it was found that they 
had mueh to learn from a nation 
which, in spite of a lack of pro- 
gressive’ thought and in faco of 
much perverted idealism, had 
never lowered those standards of 
national life which made ‘for 
peaceful policy. The unrest 
in China at the present 
time ‘was the cry of the 
Chinese heart for truth and rest 
and knowledge, and-it was at 
such a time that the figure and 
truth of Christ came forward 
with power for the souls of: men. 
Time must be allowed, patience 
exercised, sympathy given, and 
pratical help along lines of ser- 
vice which had proved most 
effective for our own moral and 
spiritual welfare niust be freely 
offered to China to repair the 
ravages. which our -own civilien- 
tion hed made in the gréat body 
of Chinese life. A-vast ‘moral 
responsibility lay upon the West 
for the happenings in China and 
indeed of all Asia to-day. It 
must not be supposed that we in 
the West had simply to offer 
what we considered ‘to -he the 
right remedies for the ills of 
China and find them. accepted 
without question. Out of her 
own long past China had learned 
to judge uhings on the merits 
of their accomplishments, - It 
was - uséless to carry. .to 
China. a gospel abont the 
power of which’ we ‘had lost’ 
hppevhere‘at home.

Position of the Native 
Merchants. 3 

Mr. Tsao Jui, Civil Governor 
of Chibli, reports to the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Commerce, 
that owing to financial depression 
and great fluctuations, in spite of 
of lis requests and advice, the 
Chinese piece-goods merchants 
in Tientsin still refuse to take 
delivery of goods ordered by them 
from British and American firms 
during the course of last year, so 
that tho matter haa. now been 
taken up by the Foreign Cunsul 
with the Provincial Government. 
Tho foreign Consuls held another 
conference for the discussion of 
this question in Tientsin, and it 
istobe feared that unless anagree- 
ment be reached between the two 
contracting parties, the history of 
1908, which resulted in the or- 
ganisation of the Peiyany-Pao- 
shang Bank by the Chinese 
authorities for the _ settle- 
ment of commercial disputes 
betwoen Chinese merchants and 
foreizn firms, may repeat itself 
this year, states a Peking report. 
Not only this, following the ex- 
ample of the Cbineso. woollen 
merchants in Shanghai, the 
woollen merchants and dealers in 
Tiontsin may approach the for- 
eign firms for the cancellation of 
their orders because the present 
exchange rates have placed many 
well-known Chinese woollen 
merchants in financial difficulties 
in spite of the fact that some of 
them made fine profits in the past. 
As Peking merchants generally 
have branches or avencies in 
Tientsin. so some big firms in the 
metropolitan capital are also 
affected by the situation. The 
native merchants are excceding- 
ly ‘sorry over the matter, because 
being forced by circumstances 
which they cannot control, they 
are compelled toapproach foreign 
firms about the cancellation of 
orders with a view to avoiding 
mutual losses,and also’ for the 
protection of their mutual 
interests in tho future. 

In commenting uvor the com- 
mercial depression, a certain re- 
sponsible and well-kno w. 
Chinese merchant who has leen 
in the picce-goods tradé for. over 
twenty years in Peking and 
Tientsin, admits the seriousness 
of the situation, and he is of 
opinion that.the request of the 
Chinese may affect the sanctity 
of contracts and also the honesty 
of the Chinese businessmen ; he 
argues that during the last war 
acd in many other timer, foreign 
firms had approached — their 
Chinese customers for the can- 
cellation | of contracts or 
agreements on the ground that 
they could not deliver 
their goods within tha specified 
time or price. It is reported that 
the tota} worth of goods ordered 
by the Chinese merchants cf 
Tientsin is about twenty million 
dollars, while in Shanghai the 
figure is said to be much higher 
than Tientsin, and up to the pre- 
sent, nothing definite has been 
settled in either port.

At firat aight it may eoom:that, | 


at a time when national unity is 
s0-imperative, sectional or class 
organisation is not to be encour- 
ered, Certainly, over emphasis 
of olass interests would be peril- 
oys, and any magnifying of class 
Tights at the expense of national! 
duties would be damnable. No 
patriot can wish that a man 
shall think of hinself first of all 
as amemb-rof a certain class, 
and only secondly aa ao citizen of 
the State, writes Lord Askwith. 

But if one class is unorganised 
while others tend to become in- 
dustrial or political machines, or 
both, and are responsive to the 
pulling of'a lever, and if, as a con- 
sequence of its lack of cohesion. 
this class, so valuable to the life 
of the community, is in grave 
danger, surely then the patriotic 
duty of its members, does not run 
counter to their instinct of self- 
preservation. . “ 

When each class is organised 
the hglance will be restored. 
When" each class is conscious of 
its own. needs, and has the power 
to express them collectively, nonc 
will have the power to dictate to 
the rest, It is not without preced- 
ent that the several estates of the 
realm should presen® severally a 
schedule of their peculiar griov- 
ance to the, King. 

THE SMALL-OWNER TYPE. 

ft must be acknowledged that 
at the present moment the middle 
class in this country is in ea 
serious predicament, That class 
would include professional men of 
allsorte, who work for themselves, 
or are employed at a salary; re- 
tail shopkeepers, farmers, master- 
craftamen, and what the French 
call rentiers, that is to say, men 
and women who live on a small 
fixed income--a phrase to which 
the depreciation of the currency 
has given a somewhat ironic 
flavour. ‘To these may ba added 
any working mun who has 
acquired so much property as a 
cottage; for he comes very 
swiftly to think in’ terms of tho 


looked at his task with open eyes. 
knew that it was so. That was 
why the scandals of our national 
life at home held back the coming 
of the Kingdom.

than‘the Wost fad ever shown, 
a.persistence more dogged than 
any other. country | possessed. 
These and other great gifta Chino 
could‘offer as her contribution to 
the Kingdom of God‘ on earth. 


middle class. But the type is a 
small-owner, .and that smaill- 
owner, as has heen said, is in 
danger. 

Among some other members of 
the community class organisation 
is complete. ‘fhe workmen, or 
rather their leaders, are 80 xtrong- 
ly entrenched, have so potent a 
force, that they canand do dictate, 
to the Government. Sinze 1914 
the wages of workmen have gone 
up many times. Advances may 
have been justifiable; none of the 
advances may have been too 
great, though it is certainly held 
by the great mass of the middle 
class that no section of the com- 
munity has the right to demand 
advances at the end of a pistol 
withont tought of the interest of 
the commiunity as a whole. 

This fact, however, remains, 
that while the wages of 
workmen have doubled, the 
salaries, profits, rents, and 
dividends of the middleclass have 
not risen appreciably, but in many 
cases have remained stationary, 
andin many others have shown 
a disastrous fall. : 

ORGANISED FOR DEFENCE. 

That is what we see on tho one 
side. ; 

On the other-wesee bureaucracy 
growing to vast proportions, with 
the incidence. of ever increasing 
taxation falling mainly on the 
middle class, The middle class 
man is beginning to see that his 
crying grievances will not reach 
the deaf ear of Parliament unless, 
they are shouted through the 
megaphone of a powerful organ- 
isation. Writers of a past gonera- 
tion spoke of “the great in- 
articulate masses,” but it is the 
middle class men who now are 
inarticulate. Théy grumble, shrug 
their shoulders, and yot try to lift 
their burdens. ie 

Consider.what a man of small 
means feels, 2 man who is pay- 
ing over twenty shillings in the 
pound in rates, when he reads 
that his Borough Council (as ‘at 
Islington) propose to erect a palac 
for themselves at the cost of hal 
a million!

CHRISTIAN’SCIENCE 
"DISPUTE, . 


° Nnetanonad : 
‘Trustees Said to he Dictators. 

A dispute is raging between 
the trustees ‘of the . Christian 
Science Publishing Company and 
tho directors of the Mother 
Church in Boston. According 
to -a statement made by Mr. 
Campbell! Mac-Cullough, a 
prominent New York Christian 
Scientist, the board of directors 
of the Mother Church, angered 
at their failure to maintain an 
autocratic control over the 
whole‘affairs of the Church, have 
decided to wreck. the worldwide 
organisation founded by ‘Mrs. 
Eddy. , 

They have entered a.conspir- 
acy, he oharges, to have the 
Christian Science Church declar- 
ed apublic charitable trust and 
its income used for the benefit of 
the public at largo. There is now 
pending in the Supremo Court, of 
Massachusetis an anplication fil- 
ed by the Attorney-General of the 
State to secure a declaration 
to this effect. The. filing 
of this suit, which followed 
the granting of - an injune- 
tion by the Court revtraining 
the- directors from interfering 
with the trustoes of the Christian 
Science Publishing Company, 
represents, states» Mr. .Mac- 
Cullough, only one of the efforts 
of glictators in the Church to 
undermine the fabric of the 
institution. He further alleges 
that they are endeavouring to 
discipline tha Publishing Com- 
pany by influencing mombers of 
the Church to withhold financial 
support, and. compares . the 
directors of the Church to blind 
Samson: pulling down the temple 
about his own ears. 

“it is unfair to Mrs, Eddy 
Sfounder of Christian Science} to 
believe’. that she relied for 
harmony on the despotic power 
of tho directors of the Mother 
Church," said Mr. Charles E. 
Hughes, Republican curdidate for 
the Presidency in 1916, in his 
concluding argument on behalf of 
the directors of the, Christian 
Science Publishing Company in 
their dispute with the trustees of 
the Mother Church, 

There ‘are indications, ‘con- 

tinued Mr.- Hughes, that Mrs. 
Eddy feared the despotic 
power of those trustees when 
she drew up tho deed creating 
the publishing company and 
gave members concirrent powers 
with the trustees of the Church. 
He contended that the unity 
which the trustees desired was 
of akind which might destroy the 
organisation they professed to 
uphold. Governor John L. Bates, 
for the trustees, contended that 
the argument of .tho directors 
inoloved a breach of faith with 
the donor of the trust. 
_ This dispute arose between the 
trustees of theo Mother Church 
and the directors of the publishing 
company when the trustees dis- 
missed one of the directors, Lt 
was claimed that by the will of 
Mrs. Eddy the authority of the 
two bonies was distinct and that 
the trustees had no authority for 
such action.

“SAFETY FIRST” ON 
AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 


Remarkable Success. 


Rémarkablo success has attend- 
ed the organised safety work 
carried on during thirteen years 
in the railways of the United 
States, according to statistics 
published by the head-quarters of 
the National Safety Council. The 
figures show that if the number 
of persons killed in ‘railway 
accidents during cach of the last 
thirteen years had been in the 
same ratio to the tonnage carried 
as was the case in 1906, 38,621 
more persons would have been 
killed in railway accidents than 
the number actually recorded. . 

The number: of persons killed 
in railway accidents during 1919 
—6975—the lowest on record 
since 1899, whlie the number of 
persons injured—147,018—is the 
lowest. 

Sinco 1910, Taking passengers 
alone, the number killed in 1919 
was fower than in 1888, although 
between those years passenger 
mileage increased more than 360 
per cent., and freight tonnage 


: increased more than 500 per cent. 


Moreover, there was a note- 
worthy decrease in the number 


‘of railway employees killed in 


1919 as compared with the pre- 
vious year, viz., 1693 (an average 
of 0.85 per 1,000 employed), as 
against 2,750 (an average of 1.45).

SCOTTISH WAR 
MEMORIAL.

Progress of the Scheme. 


The annual meeting of tho 
Federated Counci! of Scottish 
Associations was held in London 
in the Royal Scottish Corporation, 
Crane Court, Fleet Street~-Mr, 
John Douglas, ‘F.S,A. Scot. pre- 
siding. . 

The Chairman read a letter 
from the Prince of Wales con- 
gratulating the Federated Coun- 
cil on their splendid: work in con- 
nection with their appeal to Scots 
in London for £10,000 for the 
Scotlish National War Memorial. 


The promises‘ and actual con- 
tributions to the fund ia London, 
it was stated, was.close upon 
£5000, while the total amount pro- 
mised and partly received at the 
central offices in Edinburgh .was 
over £52,000. Sixty newspapers 
had decided to start Shilling 
Funds, and at the present time 
a-sbilling per head subscription 
was being organised in the paris- 
hes of Scotland, and 129 parishes 
had already agreed to the collec- 
tion being taken. Every: Scottish 
railway company’ had agreed to 
give free space for advertising 
for six months.

British Mortality Tables. 


Life tables for England and 
Wales, ,basea upon the observed 
mortality in the years 1911 and 
1912, which have boen calculated 
according to a now method de- 
vised by Dr. E. C.- Snow, the 
atatistician, are given in a 
Registar Coneral’s _Supple- 
mentary Roport with a descrip- 
tion of the niethod, 


The Registrar Gonoral points 
out that before theso tables are 
used as a basis. for any definite 
conclusions the question how far 
the mortality disclosed in the 
years 1911 and 1912 ia adversoly 
abnormal by reason of any parti- 
cular causo, such as an epidemic, 
should be carefully considered. 

Ynteresting figures are to be 
found.to the table giving survivors 
at several ages por 100,0 0 born 
according to the’ mortality ex- 
perience of the two years named. 

In tho North of England only 
105 of every 100,000 boys born 
(according to,this estimate) reach 
the age of 95 and 2,866 that of 85, 
whereas in the South (excluding 
London) the figures ore 404 and 
7,598. The figures for women 
survivora at the same. ages are 
higher—274 reach 95 and 5,020 85, 
in the North, but 907 and 12,163 
reach 95 and 85 in the South. 


Tho men of Rutlandshire have 
apparently the best, hopes of 
reaching 95—the table gives them 
1,375, whilst the lowest figuro in 
the.countries is Merioneth, with 
only 84survivals to 95, But even 
this is better than the figures for 
some north-country towns—in 
Manchester tho survivals to 95 
per 100,000 boys born aro given as 
80. South Shields holies the 
wooden spoon with 23 per 100,000. 

Bolton, howevor, has the high 
figure of 235. Taking the urban 
districts of Lancashire together 
89 reach 95, as cOmpared with 
2C7 in the rural districts of the 
county. Croydon, with 730, is 
the best of the county boroughs, 
and South Shiolds the lowest. 


But even Rutlandshire’s 
chances for-men of survival of 95 
fall far short of those for women 
in Radnorshire, where of every 
100,000 girls born 2,320 reach that 
age. Rutlandshiro, indeed, is the 
only county in which the better 
chance of survival to 95 is the 
man's—in contrast with area 
like the Soke of Peterborough or 
the Isle of Ely, where the 
woman’s chance is ten and eleven 
times that of the man's. 


“The memorial,” the report: 
concluded, “will be the means of 
preserving the historic Castle of 
Edinburgh as a place of pilgrim- 
age for Scots from all parts of 
the globe, and will for ever ba a 
worthy memorial to the glorious 
dead of Scottish regiments.”

Statement by Sun Yat Sen. 


In the course of an, interview 
with a Press representative Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen stated:— 

“The rumours now afloat in 
various parts of China and in 
Japan that I and Chen Chiung- 
ming are not on good terms have 
beon given rise to by a certain 
country as well as the 
malcontents of the Opposition 
party who are not satisfied 
with my presence at Canton, and 
oven in these times, there are 
those who aro attempting to 
defame my character and to 
estrange mo from General Chen, 
but the relations betwoen he and ° 
I havo been’ such as have shared 
our fate for yoars past and can 
never be severed so easily.” He 
further wont on to atate in re- 
ference to the relations between 
Japan and China thus: 


‘It is gratifying to note that the 
people of Japan: are gradually 
showing a tondency to understand 
China. Frankly speaking, the - 
Japanese" in the past were too 
apt to anti-foreign speech and 
action, prompted, porhaps, by the 
notion of nationality, We have & 
desire to, be intimate with any 
friendly nation and need not keep 
to such a point of viow ae that of 
pro-Japanese or pro-American, 
but it is the fact that the relations 
between Japan and China for the 
past decade have been anything 
but agreeable inatead of being 
cordial, having regard to the 
relation of geography and civilis- 
ation. It ia needless to say here 
about its causes which are well 
known. to the people of the two 
neighbouring countries. | Only 
the question of the present ‘mom- 
ent is how to improve their nation- 
al friendship and how to maintain 
the sentiment of gocd neighbours, 
In my opinion, it would be most 
advisable for Japan tb give up - 
her old political designs .and to— 
steer clear of those tactics of 
exploitation but to dovote her- 
self to her economic postion with 
China. In. other words, pure 
economic cooperation on the part 
of the Japanese and Chinese 
should be effected based on com- 
mercial morality. + 


“From this point of view if the 
business men of both countries * 
should shake hands with each 
other, that is the quickest way 
towards the improvement. of 
national relations between Japan - 
and China, As a result of ex- 
cessive issue -of. political loans 
towards China, Japan made ‘an - 
announcement by which she is | 
fettored,, and even her pure.
